NOW IS THE TIME TO BUILD. 

Daniel Willard, able and public spirited pres? 
Gent of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, in his re 
dun address before the Illinois Chamber of Com- 
merca, said the railroads had spent an average of 
$560,000,000 a year in the last seventeen years for 
additions and betterments. He predicted continu- 
ing expenditure along these lines. ‘. 

We can hope for greatly increased appropria- 
tions for right of way, rolling stock, buildings and 
all the other ſtems which can properly be lumped 
as sound capital expenditures. Many, if not all, 
of the railroads are flourishing and, if surpluses 
are not available, can borrow money now on terms 
as favorable as they are likely to find again for 
many years. The need for improvements is al- 
Ways present and if is as certain as anything can 
be that present ipment must be increased to 
take care of the growth in population and industry 
of the nation. The government is committed to 
the policy of assuring the railroads a fair return 
on capital expenditures, still further reducing the 
risk of investment. The present strength of some 
railroad securities which for years were regarded 
as weaklings of the stock and bond market js 
an indication of the willingness of the public to 
place money in railroad ventures, Roads which 
for years were obliged to add to their fixed charges 
if they wished to obtain new money are now able 
to obtain it by stock issues. | 

At the same time, many improvements have 
been long overdue and nowhere are they more 
needed than in the Chicago district. The straight- 
ening of the river has removed the last legitimate 
Objection to the construction of a new south 
terminal and electrification of the lines using it. 
An additional reason for starting work at once 
tpon these and similar projects is the advan- 
tageous price at which materials cam now be ob- 
tained. The present business recession is a favor- 
able moment to buy and the encouragement which 
railroad buying will give to business in general 
will, of course, result in increasing railroad earn- 
ings as well as the general prosperity. These con- 
siderations should not be forgotten by railroad 
directors called upon to approve capital outlays 
somewhat larger than they have been accustomed 
to expect.

Andrew Volstead’s determination to deprive the 
great American home of its home brew by invoking 
a section of the prohibition law forbidding “ posses- 
sion or sale of materials designed for use in 
manufacturing intoxicating liquor” reads like an act 
of desperation. He has raided a couple of shops that 
sell malt, and if the prosecution sticks he proposes to 
wage war against every store that sells these ex- 
tracts. Should other regional directors follow suit it 
would mean g federal invasion of every grocery, 
drug and department store in the country, for they 
all sell various brands of malt extracts. It would, of 
course, be just as wrong for homes to be found n 
possession of malt as for stores, so that sooner or 
later every may expect a call from a federal’ 
officer armed @ search warrant.

As a parting shot at the threat of 
congressional inquiry into the public 
utility business of the country, Phil- 
ip H. Gadsden of Philadelphia ampli- 
fied his remarks concerning the meet- 
ing of this threat before the American 
Gas association, which finished its 
ninth annual convention yesterday at 
the Stevens hotel.

The original circular which was sent 
to American bankers in 1922 set forth 
that the department “ believes that in 
view of the possible national interests 
involved it should have the opportunity 
of saying to the underwriters con- 
cerned, should it appear advisable to 
do ‘so, that there is or is not objection 
to any particular issue.” 

Senator Borah [Rep., Idaho], chair- 
man of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, expressed his accord 
with the position taken by Senator 
Glass.

When you first hear some word that 


has no place in your children’s own 
vocabulary but has been brought in 


from outside, don’t be horrified. Don't 
appear startled. Don't snap it up and 
forbid them ever to use that word 
again. Don’t object to it on moral 


they are funny. 

Children have a keen sense of the 
ridiculous in words. I have never 
known a class of children, for instance, 
who wouldn't laugh when they were 
given the words, nose, monkey, ears, 


breeches—I've forgotten the rest of 


the list—to spell. Children will take 
the slightest excuse to laugh. 

So don’t by your manner or what 
you say attach too much importance 
to these undesirable imported words. 
By doing so you are almost sure to 
impress the expressions on their 
minds—the last thing in the world you 
want to do. 

One interesting fact about this mat- 
ter, by the way, is that many of the 


words we most object to are in them- 


selves good old Anglo-Saxon words, 
every one of which can be found in 
the dictionary. But they have come to 
have undesirable connotations and so 
we bar them. 


How are we going to bar them? 


It would be of interest to know how 
most parents accomplish it. 

One way that works and is also 
psychologically sound is to ignore the 
new word. Besides, it is often no 
sooner in a child’s vocabulary than it 
is on its way out again. 

The other way is merely to put the 
objection to it on the ground of good 
taste—that people who understand 
how to speak the English language

Because fat is ugly, and because it 
is unhealthy, and because reducing 


is only harmful when it is done to ex- 


| cess. It is only against excessive re- 
ducing and the get-thin-quick measures 


adopted by foolish women that I ever 


speak. 

No form is beautiful if it is lost in 
rotundity. Grace of movement is im- 
possible. And. I repeat, fat is the 
cause of diseases and ill health and 
no woman need resort to any ‘foolish 
meth to get her weight to normal 
or to it there. 

The reasons why fat should be 
preached against are these three: 

Inactivity causes it. Overeating 
causes it. And wrong eating is a 
third reason. All of which are cur- 
able. Therefore, fat is not entitled to 
the easy tolerance it is often met with. 


And besides; when one has to work 
as hard as the average woman or her 


husband - provider to buy her nice 
clothes, the least she can do is to keep 


her body in such shape that the ex- 


penditure will not be a loss. 

The cure for overweight is simple 
and it is bound to be effective, unless 
one happens to belong to that class 
of thyroid patient whose fat is abnor- 
mal and due to gland disturbance. 
Which class makes up a low percent- 
age of fat-inflicted. 

Some one says that reducing is as 
simple as a bank account. “If you 


draw out more from your bank ac- 


count than you put into it, your ac- 
count will be reduced, and if you fol- 
low the same method with yourself 
you will be, too.” In other words, use 
up more energy than is available from 
the food you eat. 

To use up that energy you eat less 
and exercise more and that is all there 
is to the best, surest and safest forms 
of reducing.

If you want to appreciate the Chi- 
cago Symphony orchestra in all its 
golden glow, there is one infallible 
formula. Just stay away from its 
concerts for a while, say for the twen- 
ty-four weeks between the close of one 
season to the beginning of the next, 
and then go back, as some 2,700 of us 
did yesterday . afternoon. To make 
your appreciation still greater, let 
there be during the interval. grave 
danger of the orchestra's disbanding.

Since then, his distinguished public 
service as head of the organization and 
as editor of the Nationa] Geographic 
magazine have made him internation- 
ally famous. Today, the society em- 
ploys 600 persons at its spacious head- 
quarters in Washington, including an 
editorial and technical staff of noted 
geographers, cartographer, and scien- 
tists—and its magazine goes to more 
than a million members, resident in 
every civilized country on the globe. 

Dr. Grosvenor is recognized for his 
work in adapting the photograph to 
illustration of geographic facts, for 
notable contributions to the literature 


of geography, and for humanizing the 


teaching of the subject until his ef- 
forts are reflected in the universities, 
colleges and public shools of the coun- 


His country residence in Maryland is 
widely known as a bird sanctuary, 
having the densest and most varied 
bird population of any private estate. 

In 1921, Dr. Grosvenor received the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws 
from Georgetown university, and in 
1926 the degree of doctor of literature 
from Amherst college, where he was 
a classmate of President Coolidge.

Schools Urged 


Benefit Outweighs Cost, 
Ophthalmologist Says.

Visual defects among school chil- 
dren are so common that the board 
of education should be empowered to 
operate free eye clinics in the public 
schools for such students as need them. 
it was suggested yesterday by Wil- 
liam H. Wilder, emeritus professor 
of ophthalmology at the University of 
Chicago. He was speaking before the 
conference of the national and state 
committees for the prevention of blihd- 
ness at the Stevens hotel. :

Union Denies Aiding

New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.])—Re- 
plying to charges made in Chicago in 
connection with the controversy there 
over pro- English history books in 
the public schools that the English 
Speaking union is “a sinister organi- 
zation,“ John Daniels, national secre- 
* that organization, issued a 
ent here today. He defined the 
union’s aims and methods and denied 
there was anything sinister or secret 
about it. John W. Davis is president 
of the union, but a man who said he 
was Mr. Davis’ secretary would not 
permit inquiries to reach him. 

The accusations, which aroused the 
reply of Mr. Daniels on behalf of the 
union, were made by John J. Gorman, 
former member of congress, appointed 
by Mayor Thompson of Chicago to in- 
vestigate history text books. He as- 
serted that William McAndrew, sus- 
pended superintendent of Chicago 
schools was put into a position of re- 
sponsibility in the New York public 
school system by the influence of this 
sinister organization.” 

“First of all,” Mr. Daniels said, 
“the English Speaking union of the 
United States is a national American 
society, with headquarters in New 
York and thirty-six branches over the 
country. It is not English, British, 
Anglo-Saxon, or Nordic, but English 
speaking. It is founded not at all on 
the exclusive ground of race, but on 
the broad and inclusive ground of 
common speech, 

“Second, the lish Speaking 
union of the United tes is an en- 
tirely separate organization from thd 
English Speaking unſo of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Simply be- 
cause the first names of the two 80 
cieties happen to be the same, they are 
often confused as one, but they are 
quite independent. : 

“Third, our socity takes no part 

tever in the writing, revision or 
use of books of American history in 
the public schools. 

Fourth, we likewise consider and 
have made it no part of our business 
to take sides as regards personalities 
involved in such controversies as that 
which is now being waged in Chicago. 
Finally, there is nothing whatever 
about our organization that is Sin- 
ister’ or concealed. Any man or 
woman of whatever racial stock or de- 
scent, who now speaks English, either 
as his native or adopted tongue, and 
believes in the society’s broad aims, 
will be heartily welcomed to member- 
ship.
